We have never thought a Penitentiary nee-
eseary in Boulh Cardtnn untii now. A rrdient

“obange, fandamental, constitutional and sucial

has 1aken place in this, as well as all Southern
communities, The dissolution of our ancient
laws and usages, Ly the impertinent and ofi-
cious intermeddling of Northern legislators,
has made it necessary to our safety and wel-
fare, that seme measures be takon to prevent
and punish crimes of every grade, in propor-
tion to their demerits. In former times, the
thefts and other misdemennors were so few
and far between, that, it was thought a peni-
tenliary would hardly pay. But now, our
condition is very different. We may expeet a
large addition to our population, of the lowest
classes from the North as well as other coun

tries; and these being associated with bad
negroes, will certainly prove a great nuizance,
and endanger the property and disturb the
peace of our community. Beside this, when
the negroes were slaves, the depredations and
thefts committed by them, was gencrally pan-
ished by their masters on the plantations : and
in our cities, under the jurisdiction of Magis-
trates, they were generally whipped.
